HAIL INSURANCE, 

Every credit is due the Northwest as- 
sembly and government for the hail in- 
surance Ordinance which is in effect: for 
the first time this season. The rateo? 
insurance is moderate, 
simple and the amount of payment as 
liberal as could reasonably be expected. 
it is not intended to pay for the loss 
of the crop, but merely to repay to the 
farmer the cost of labor and seed, or 
ia other words put him, in’ a position ia 
carry on his farm the following season. 
There could rot be a more commend= 
able purpose from the point of view 
oi the public interest, and there is 
every reason to believe that the plan 
will work out satisfactorily. But it 
can only achieve the object at which it 
aims if its provisions are generally 
availed of, And they will oniy be avail!- 
ed of in proportion to, the satisfaction 
with which the adjustments are receiy- 
ed. There is necessarily ropm for a 
very wide range of view in the aipplica- 
tion of the provision regarding ihe pay~ 
ment of insurance according to the pro- 
portion of loss. It is in ihe public in- 
terest that every grain that can be sav- 
ed should be saved. And yet in a wery 
large majority o7 cases where a cre D 
has been hailed late in the season ihe 
emnant is only saved at au aciual loss 
of time and labor. If in Valuing ihe 
loss the amjuni of ihe remaant that 
can possibly be saved by the expendi- 
ture of an extreme amouni of time and 
labor is deducted from the estimated 
total crop and then the insurance paid 
ealy in that proportion, it Would manl- 
festly be a better business proposition 
in many cases to allow, the crop to ‘be- 
come a total loss ard so collect the 
whole of the insurance. The man who 
has tugged and sweated and worn out 
herses ard machinery to save the scan- 
fy remainder of a haiied crop—ihe re- 
sult being merely a scanty wage to 
kim for the labor expended,—will look 
askance if us a resuit he loses one, two 
or three dollars an acre iusurance 
which his neighbor who sat idle re- 
ceites because he sit idle.

if the crop were insured according io 
value it would be guite right: to pay 
in proportion io the loss suffered. But 
value or amount of ihe crop is not con- 
sidered in the amount of ihe insurance, 
therefore it should, rot be consi lered in 
proportioning the payments.. 

Whatever number 0° bushels the 
crop is lessened by the hail is 2pproxl- 
mately the farmers’ loss. The land 
value is the same, the labor oO” seeding 
is the same, the cos: of seed is the same, 
the cost of cuiting is at least the Same 
and may be a great deal more. Thresh- 
ing may cost as much less as the num- 
ber of bushels of loss. But ‘this year 
threshers are talking of charging a 
higher rate per bushel for crops that 
have been hailed, because o” the great- 
er amount of straw they have to put 
through as compared with the grain 
they get. The damage in Sample tothe 
part of the crop saved more than. off- 
sets the less cost of hardling that part 
of it 10 market. On the whole there- 
fore it will be seen that if the farm- 
ers’ crop is less by ten bushels an acre 
because of hail thai is the amount of 
his loss. Ard if thai loss is of a net 
value eyual to the amount o the insur- 
ance he should in’ fairness receive the 
full amount on which he paid the prem- 
ium. ‘hat is to sey ihe farmer should 
be paid in proportion to his actual loss 
and not in proporiion io what he has 
by special exertions and at ext ra ex- 
pense been able to save, as the ordin- 
ace may now. be interpretedt

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Whatever may have been the first 
i intentions of the different partie, to 
| the tariff dispute now, going on in ths 
i liberal camp there can b2 no question 
las to where the dispute is landing 
them,. as the following from the lead- 
ling article in a recent issucj of ihe 
| Globe wiil show; The article is head- 
ed “A Faddist Agitation.” 

“Of ail the freaks in the museum of 
Canadian politics nothing is more re- 
markabie than the proposal to abi- 
don the policy under which Canada has 
enjoyed the most marvellous growih 
and prosperity, and go back ic the 
policy under which trade and indusiry 
were stagnant. After long years of 
waiting the feriile lands of the west 
are at last being filled with settlers 
of the most desirable class. The grand 
and statesmanlike idea which seizes (he 
Tory Solons is that the tariff screw is 
not being applied to these new-comers 
with, sutficient vigor. The Maniio'n 
farmer is making money gut of his 
crops this year; is thera ro way in 
which more tribute can he squeezed, out 
of him ¥ Such was the narrow rand 
illiberal policy under which the affairs 
of this country were maladministered 
for so many years, and under which all 
but a small part of our magnificent 
western country was a bowling wild- 
errness. We now see prosperity alike in 
the west and in the east among farm- 
ers and among manufacturers. Tho 
trade of the country has increased in 
six years by $185,000,000, while in tha 
sixteen years of high tariff the increase 
was only $86,000.900. The faddists pro- 
pose to abandon the system which bas 
succeeded and go back to the system 
which failed. ! 

“it is not surprising that the pro- 
posa! to abandon the policy of prosper- 
ity and go back to the poficy of de- 
pression ind stagnation should be sup- 
ported by freakish arguments. Our 
own mapufacturers are prospering, it 
is true, but foreign goods are “pour- 
ing in.” No Canadian industry is being 
injured, nor are we informed what new 
irdustry would be built up by a policy 
o? exclusion; the simple iact of large 
imports is put forward as conclusiva 
evidence that a chinge is required, 
There is one change that would speed- 
ily reduce cur imports. It is tha 
change from good to bad times. When 
times are hard the people have less 
money to spend either for native or im- 
ported goods, At present the timesare 
good, and there is a strong demand “or 
native, foreign and British manuy‘ac- 
tures. Another crude noiion is that ‘i? 
a 26 per cent. tariff will produce so 
much prosperity, a 50 per cent. tarify 
will produce twice as much, A third 
is that the present tariff is only fit 
for good times, and that when hard 
times come a Ylocd of foreign products 
will sweep over the barrier and des- 
troy all our industries. Exorbitant 
taxation is to be imposed to guard 
against remote and fanciful evils. The 
original advocates of the national pol- 
icy did not go to this ridiculous length. 
They conducted their agitation in the 
midst of hard times. They were wrong, 
we believe, in attributing the hard 
times to the low tariff, but still there 
was a practical basis for their agita- 
tion, They did not, in the midst of 
abounding prosperity, ask to have the 
tariff raised to 40 or 50 per cent, lest 
hard times should take them unawares. 
Whatever their errors may have been, 
the men who agitated “or protection a 
quarter of a century ago had a force 
and originality which preserved them 
from the excesses into which their 
feeble imitators of the present day) have 
fallen. 

“Tt is natural that these freak argu- 
ments should be accompanied by a 
strange political development. No 
member ot the present ministry has 
been pursued by the tories and their 
newspapers with more virulence: th n 
Mr. Tarte. In his person was illustrat- 
ed the idea of French domination, and 
over his shoulders the most violent and 
unscrupulous appeals to racial passion 
told how he flouted all their princip+ 
were made. The “old liberals” were 
les, and how their representatives in 
the ministry had to bow. to his im- 
perious will. The tory campaign of 
i900 in Ontario was almost exclus:vely 
a campaign against Mr. Tarte. Ex- 
tracts from his speeches in Paris were 
reproduced with the obiect of proving 
that Mr. Tarte was the friend of 
France and the enemy of England: and 
is the election was held in the midst 97 
the South African war the trick was 
attended with a good deal of success. 
fo-day the same Mr. Tarte is hailed by 
the same tory press as the most bril- 
licnt and patriotic meaaber of the m‘n- 
istry. All his sins are forgiven because 
of his advocacy of higher taxation, and 
because of the hope that his action may 
cause some dissension in the liberal 
ranks, Usually a liberal must die ar 
retire from public life before being hon- 
ored with a tory certificate of char- 
acter. Mr. Tarte receives his at atime 
when it must afford him much enjoy 
ment and amusement. Handsome 
compliments are taking the place of the 
abuse which has been showered upon 
him since he exposed some of the meth- 
ods of tory administration. “Come 
back und all will be forgiven” is writ- 
ten above their doors for the erring 
child to read. :

The 
future of the country depends largely 
on the development of the west, and 
the west will not submit to be bound 
by narrow, stupid and aniiquated no- 
tions of commerce. The present tariff 
is 2 compromise. The compromise wil] 
not last forever, and when, like other 
human devices, it serves its turn and 
is superseded by a new system, thai 
system will be an advance in the di- 
rection of freedom, not of restriction.”

That is to 
say the government either intention- 
ally or inadvertantly consenied to an 
improper increase in railway rates. This 
can only mean thai ihe government is 
in the hands of the railway company, 
and that if left to themselves they’ will 
consent io anything the company wish- 
es. The facts indicate clearly that ‘had 
it not been for the outcry that was 
raised by the press in opposiitun io the 
government there would have been no 
reduction. The people of Manitoba 
have pledged their credii for many mil- 
lions in order to secure cont rol of rail- 
way rates through their government. 
This incident shows that they will have 
to change their government before they 
will get actual coanitrol. 

The comment o° ihe Telegram when 
the reduction was made—it had been 
studiously silent before—shows very 
clearly its attitude ou the subject; 

“'t is well ihat ihe public should ur- 
derstand that the agitation has been 
about only one section o' the tariff of 


freight rates in iorce on the Canadian 
Northern, which is known = as the 
“Jobbers’ Tariff.” This tariff applies 


only to the jobbers of Winnipeg. They 
are the enly persous who can take 
advantage of it.

logs. This year the overseers of the 
several statute labor districts are ap- 
pointed as valuators. 

The damage is fixed by the commis- 
sioner of agriculture on report of the 
overseer. But in case the insured ‘per- 
sdn is dissatisfied with the appraise- 
ment provision is made for an arbi- 
tration. é

Mr. Chamberlain, in replying, ex-

discussed. If the interpretation of 
the agreement was open to. ques- 
tion His Majesty’s government would 
endeavor to remove all doubts. 
Relative to the transfer to Natal of 
part of the Transvaal, Gen. Botha said 
during the interview that the burghers 
proposed to trek therefrom. He lived 
there, but he saw’ no chance of remain- 
ing, the feeling of the British in Natal 
being so strongly anti-Boer. 
The conclusion of the report of 
interview is as follows; 
Proceeeding, Mr. Chamberlain recip- 
rocated the desire expressed by General 
Botha that they should all live in the 
future of South Africa. 


“We want in this country,” said the 
colonial secretary, “to forget and 
forgive, becayse, if you think as you 
well may, that you have something -to 
forgive, we also think we have a great 
deal to forgive. But we want to put 
all that on one side. The war is over. 
We have fought as well as we knew 
how, and now there is peace. All we 
want is to recognize you as fellow sub- 
jects with ourselves working as we 
shall work for the prosperity and lib 
erty of South Africa. How great that 
liberty is and how soon complete self- 
government will be extended to South 
Africa depends entirely on the rapidity 
with which the old animosities die 
out.” 

Mr. Chamberlain concluded with say- 
ing that the government would be 
glad of the co-operation of all friends 
in South Africa.

Quebec, Sept. 10.—Le Soleil, the or- 
gan of the French liberals in this dis- 
trict, edited by E. Pacaud, has taken 
a hand in the tariff dispute ‘between 
Tarte and Sifton, and- after an elab- 
orate review of the whole question, 
declares that the western farmern 
have a perfect right to make their 
voices heard in the matter since the 
manufacturers have done so. “The 
liberal party felieves that the pre- 
sent tariff shoyld be maintained on 
its general principlés, because its 
results have been highly satisfactory 
to industry, It will continue the 
present preference to Great Britain 
because Great Britain has a right 
to this consideration, not merely on 
account of our political relations 
with her, but because she is our best 
customer. The interests o? Canada 
stoyld be our guide in tariff legisla- 
tion, the interests of the whole of 
Canada, not those of one class at tha 
expense of another. We believe that 
the general interests of Canada will 
be better served by freedom ihan by 
restriction.”

The harvest is now so nearly over 


thai estimates o° results are in order. 
Of course any estimate made before the 
grain comes from the thresher must be 
largely guess work. But there are so 
many interests involved in the result o* 
the crop, and so many men whose busi- 
ness it is to estimate that result that 
a guess need, not be so very far wide 


of the exact 
figure that can be obtained is the 
amouat o° binder twine sold. Wiih 
that as a basis ard the reports of the 
various implement agents who have 
carefully inspect:d the crop at all 
stages from seeding to cutting, a very 
fair guess can be made. The total 
amount o7 twine sold by the agencies 
in Edmonton and Strathcona and their 
outlying branches ihis season, exclud- 
ing that soid to points down the C. & 
E. line is 366,555 pounds. ‘This is the 
twine used to bind ihe crop: which finds 
its market at Edmonton and Strath- 
cona, or all the crop raised) onj ihe north 
side of the Saskatchewan river, and all 
that is raised on ihe south side as far 
south as the souih line of township 51. 
twelve miles south og Edanorton.

This season the straw was finer than 
last year, and was nearly all in good 
condition for cuiting except that in tha 
hailed districts. It will be noted that 
any crop which was hailed out so badly 
that it was rot bound does not figure 
in this calculation. Only that which 
has been bound Will be threshed. Crop 
that was partly hailed will use twine 
out of proporiign to its return in grain. 
But taking everything into considera- 
tion it is estimated that the average 
amount of twine used to the acre this 
season is 23-4 pounds. On the amouni 
of twine sold this would give, 133,006 
acres of crop in the district. 

Of the total crop it is estimated thit 
oue-courth is wheat the balance of one- 
third barley and twoihirds ovis. That 
is to say 33,000 acres of wheat, 88,000 
acres Of oats ard 12,000 acres of barley. 

Wheat is a heavier crop ard beiier 
sample than last year, and is being 
harvested. in better condition. Alr 
though the Sioay Plain, which grew a 
large proportion o* wheat, his been 
more hailed thin any ovber i 
age yield is placed at 20 bushels per 
acre or 660,000 buwshets in ali.

Oats are rot as heavy a crop as last 


year, but the sample is superior ard 
except where hailed are being saved in 
first class condiiion. It Is considercd 
safe to place the average yield) ai 49 
bushels per acre. This would give a 
total yield o° 21-2 million bushels, or 
at an average o° 35 bushels which is 
certainly within the mark over three 
million busheis. 

Barley is reported as 2 good cropanrd 
to have been saved in good condiiion, 
except where hailed; and there a con- 
siderable part o° ihe crop was cui be- 
fore the hail. it would be sz’e io put 
the average of barley at the same fig- 
ure as wheat, that is 20 bushels per 
acre or 240,606 bushels.

The sales of twine show a large in- 
crease Over previous years, and as less 
twine is needed to the acre than in the 
two preceeding years, this necessarily 
means a largely increased acreage. The 
total increase of acreage, however, is 
not apparent on account of the loss by 
hail which prevented the sale of a very 
considerable amount of twine. The 
large sales of binders although the crap 
was more easily; cut than usual. also 
proves the large ixerease of atreage. 
While the small sales of threshers 
speaks af the more easily handled gen- 
eral crop, the damage by hail, and ihe 
extra large sales in the two previous 
years owing to the difficulty of thresh- 
ing in the condition of the crop in those 
years. : arc 
It is not to be inferr_d that the esti- 
mated yield per acre above given is 
the actual average. It is considerably 
below the real average hut represents 
the average including that part of the 
crop in the hailed districts which has 
been cut although damaged, and which 
seriously reduces the natural average. 
In. the case of oats it is probable that 
the average of 35 bushels is placed too 
low even considering the damage, and 
that 40 bushels would be nearer the 
mark. If an average of 40 bushels is 
conceded that wuuld add nearly hal? a 
million bushels to the yield. The Joss 
by hail is freely estimated ati half a 
million bushels, This calculation would 
give the district five million bushels 
P stead of’ four and had it not been (for 
the hail no doubt that would be near- 
er the mark than four millions. 

It is Orly right io point out, however, 
that the increased yield will probably 
not mean any considerable increase in 
the amount offering for export mir- 
ket. More than ever will be needed by 
new settlers. Some o* the grain is 
grown too far away to admit of its be- 
ing hauled to market, and in all parts 
of the district an increased amount is 
fed. to hogs each year. ; 

Valuing the wheat at 50c, the oats at 
20c and the barley at 25c the crcp of 
1902 is worth a round million dollars.

Wednesday was 
cloudy, but without dampness, and 
Thursday was the same until late in the 
afternoon when rain fell to an extent 
that would stop cutting or stocking. 
A little rain feli during the night. This 
morning no rain is falling but the sky 
is cloudy and the aspect threatening. 
Notwithstanding the frost the hardier 
flowers in towa are still untouched, so 
that it is not likely that the frost was 
severe enough to damage what few 
iields of let ots were stili standing. 

Cutting is nearly completed and had 
the weather been favorable no dowbi 
would have been Qy Saturday night. As 
it is next week will ee the jinish. 

Stacking is in progress bui hardy 
well under way yet. 

Threshing was due to <oumence ihis 
week and no doubt did, but will not be 
general until ihe week after next. 
There is not the same rush io gt 
threshing done in this district that pro- 
vails in Manitoba. 2
